REPORTS 
OF 
EXPLOSIONS. 


It required two charges of the explosive to accomplish the end 


of the burglars. Both reports of the explosion were heard by pe- 
destrians who were abroad at that hour and by persons with rooms 
in the nearby vicinity. 


The two cracksmen were seen to leave the place, but a good de- 


scription was not obtained. 


Not only was Olson Company's store broken into, but the 


wholesale liquor 'store of Theodore Gier, tv/o doors below on Wash- 
ington street, was entered and the cash drawer rifled. A few cigars 
and $1.50 were secured here. 


POLICE, ARE 
ASTOUNDED. 


The audacity with which the robbery was planned and carried 


into effect astounds the police. The hour selected for the dangerous 
work was between 5 and 6 o'clock in the morning. 


Although the safe breakers were seen by three different persons: 


it is probable that they were thought to be clerks preparing to open 
the store for business. There seems to be no question in the minds 
of the police but what the job was done by professionals, probably 
members of the same gang of cracksmen which, on the night of No- 
vember 2, blew the safe open at Vallejo and also who attempted to 
rob a bank in Berkeley-a month ago, with the result that Policeman 
Lestrange shot and killed one of them. 


The first news that the police had of the coup was conveyed to 


Policeman Scanlan, who was patroling his beat on Seventh street. 
An employe of the Theo. Gier Company informed Scanlan that an at- 
tempt to rob the liquor store of his employer had been made. Scanlan 
at once made an investigation and soon found that not only the 
Theodore Gier Company had been visited, but that the rear door of 
the Olson Company had been forced. Scanlan at once communicat- 
ed -with police headquarters and soon Detectives Ky'ce, Quigley, 
Lynch and Holland were on the scene. The first discovery was 
,that the cracksmen had scaled a fence, dividing the adjoining houses 
from the rear of the stores, and were able here to brdak open both 


• the door of the Olson and Gier stores without danger of detection, 


the high fence acting as a perfect screen. 


SALOON FIRST

searched Gier's store. Although there was desperate work .before 
them—the blowing open of a safe in Olson's store—the two burglars 
leisurely searched the nooks and corners in Gier's establishment fo 
coin. They were rewarded by finding $1.50 in the cash drawer. 


HAVE THEIR

After searching all the drawers -and the .closets for hidden 


money which- was taken in Saturday night, but not banked, the two 
operators decided to have breakfast before entering on the 
more 


hazardous task of blowing open the safe of the adjoining establish 
ment. They cleared the larder of a couple of pounds of rare cheese 
and other delicacies and proceeded to wash the same down with th 
most expensive beer that Mr. Gier had on hand. After comfortably 
breakfasting the operators took a handful of Mr. Gier's imported 
cigars and then proceeded to the serious business that lay before 
them.

CALLS FOR HELP. 


The girl's escape is deemed to be s- 


miracle, as she was choked almost into 
Insensibility by her burly assailant, 
and seemed to be completely within 
the man's power, until bjLSome lucky 
chance his fingers slipped his hold, and 
the girl regained her voice. Then her 
screams rent the air and the villain 
who had assailed her, became frighten- 
ed that help might speedily arrive, and 
fled from the scene.- 


HER CRIES HEARD. 


Miss Olsen lay on the sidewalk dazed 


and bleeding and still screaming after 
the man who had attacked her was lost 
in the darkness. Her cries were heard 
by John G. Waller, a builder of Berke- 
ley,-residing at 2810 Perry street, who 
was In the vicinity at the time. 
; 


He hurried to the girl, and there he 


beheld a spectacle • most 
horrifying. 


Her clothing was torn into shreds, her 
hair was dts?.rranged, while all around 
was evidence of the girl's struggle for 
her life and hon6r. 


Miss Olsen's story was related to her 


rescuer, and this morning the police 
were informed of the affair. 


The girl is employed by J. A. Mar- 


shall, a Berkeley capitalist, who re- 
sides at 2710 Telegraph Avenue.- 


She. spent the evening In Oakland 


last night and return to Berkeley about 
9:30 o'clock. On the car a feV feet 
from the girl was a man. He appear- 
ed to look covertly at the young wo- 
man as they rode along. He alighted 
from the car when Miss Olsen stepped 
off at the corner of Stuart and Tele- 
graph. 


TALKED TO-THE GIRL. 


The corner was dark, although the 


Marshall residence is a few hundred 
feet away. 


The man walked quickly to the.girl's 


side, and in a pleasant way, accosted 
her, asking her to walk: more ; slowly 
and permit him to accompany. • Miss 
Olsen quickened her steps when spoken 
to, and then the stranger threw off his 
mask of friendliness, and grabbed her 
around the waist. His fingers clutched 
her throat and she was thrown to the 
ground. ,

THREW HER DOWN. 


The man was a, burly fellow about 


five feet ten Inches in height./ 
He 


threw the young woman to the ground 
while she screamed, unable to make 
much noise .because of the grtpTrt-the 
man's fingers on her throat.. She 
struggled desperately, however, 
and 


her clothing was torn from her body. 
It was a lucky chance that finally 'per- 
mitted her to cry aloud. - 
' TheTnan fled when he.thought that 
the girl's screams might bring assist- 
ance. 


Miss Olsen was removed to the house 


and medical attendance given her. She 
describes her assailant to Detective 
Jamison as being" a smooth - shaven 
man, 35 years old, wearing; a black 
suit,-white vest and black derby hat.

they walked toward Clay street, after leaving the alley on Ninth 
street. 


A few minutes later he heard the explosion. He did not at that 


time connect the two strangers with the noise of the exploding nitro- 
glycerine. 


The burglars returned, but found the inner door of the safe was 


still intact. 


MORE POWERFUL CHARGE. 


They were not dismayed by this state of affairs, but at once pre- 


pared a more powerful charge of nitro-glycerine in the same manner 
as before. This time they were seen to leave the alley in the rear 
of the store by Joe Martin and his wife, who room, immediately 
above. They were also (seen by Miss C. Plant, who rooms in the 
building with her mother. 


The second explosion took place at 5:40 o'clock, twenty minutec 


after the first. Its work was deadly. The concussion was much 
severer than the first. The cracksmen returned and found the inner 
door smashed and the bars which held it broken into splinters. 


GOT THE MONEY. 


A sack contaiing $800 in gold, $175 in silver and $45 in currency 


besides three checks was taken. 


A few minutes afterwards the police were on the scene, 
but 


there was no sign of the safe crackers, who probably took the first 
train to San Francisco. 


DANGEROUS GANG. 


The manner in which the robbery was perpetrated leaves no 


doubt in the minds of the police but that one of the most dangerous 
safe-cracking gangs in the country are now operating in this city. 


Owing to the fact that the windows near where the safe stood 


were piled high with canned goods there was no opportunity of a 
passerby seeing the operators at work. 


The sledge hammer which was used was stolen from the black- 


smith shop of Henry Hample, corner of Nineteenth and Broadway 
streets, earlier in the evening. 


The fuse and broken parts of the safe were taken by the police 


as evidence. J. H. Smith, manager of the store, says: 


WHAT MANAGER SAYS. 


"The robbers secured about $1,100, which was the receipts of 


Saturday afternoon and evening. Before closing up last Saturday 
night I saw to it that all of the doors were secure. It is a mystery 
how they were able to force the two back doors, and drill the hole 
in the safe without arousing some one who would give the alarm." 


EYE WITNESS TELLS STORY. 


John Hauret, who saw the burglars emerge from the alleyway, 


after the first explosion, said: 


"I was passing Ninth street on my way to work when I saw two 


men come out of the rear of Olson's store. I paid no > particular at- 
tention to them, except I noticed them go down toward Clay street.

It is stated that an ordinance will Be introduced in the Council 


tonight prohibiting the running of traction engines on the streets 
of Oakland. It is understood that this proposed measure is directed 
at the Best Manufacturing Company of San Leandro, which makes 
a specialty of making harvesters and traction engines, for which it 
is celebrated alTover the Pacific Coast. 


The Council should go slow in this matter. Nothing should 


be done hastily or in *a spirit of injustice, especially in the way of 
handicapping an important industry which has 
made Alameda 


county famous in half-a-do?en States and Territories. This mat- 
ter should be carefully looked into before any action is taken. 


For vears the Best Company has been in the habit of hauling 


its harvesters into Oakland on traction engines for shipment by 
•water up the Sacramento river and points up and down the coast. 
Nobody has complained of this, and there is no evidence that the 
practice has injured the streets. It has. undoubtedly made busi- 
ness for Oakland and put money in the channels of local trade. 
An 


ordinance of the character suggested would drive the Best Company 
out of this city and inflict an injury not only on an important in- 
dustry, but on the general business community. 


As we understand it, the Best Company does not desire to haul 


freight m and out of Oakland or to traverse streets all over the 
city with traction engines, but it does think it ought to be allowed 
to haul the harvesters it manufactures on traction engines of its 
own make, as heretofore, into Oakland for water shipment. This 
is something to be encouraged, not discouraged and driven away. 
The Best Company has built up a large and growing industry at 
San Leandro, and it ought to be encouraged 
It certainly should 


not be handicapped by any narrow or invidious policy indicating 
spirit of hostility, if not to manufacturing enterprises in general, at 
least to this one in particular. 


We would respectfully suggest that the Councilmen personally 


investigate this matter before taking action; let them find out what 
loads and through what streets the Best Compaii} proposes to hajl 
•with traction engines 
Incidentally, they would do well to take a 


look at the Best establishment and ascertain what it is doing to 
build up the manufacturing industries of Alameda county.

Public ownership of utilities is responsible in a degree for the 
j arty disintegration in the cities and the pronounced interest being 
taken in municipal contests, but the absence of any vital Nationa 


* issue and the consequent apathy of partisanship have contributec 


still more to first place in public attention being given to city elec- 
tions. 


The elections in New York, Philadelphia and San Francisco to- 


morrow will bring to a close the most exciting municipal campaigns 
in years 
Of lesser but still large interest will be the elections in 


Cincinnati and Louisville. In all of these cities there is a fight to 
break the po\ver of political bosses and overthrow machines domin 
ating through the skillful employment of patronage and abuse of the 
discretionary powers of local government. In Boston alone there is 
a straight party fight and nobody outside or inside the city takes 
deep interest in it. 


In New York William R. Hearst is making a hurricane figh 


against the two regular party machines, and it would not be sur 
prising if he should win notwithstanding the matchless organization 
^Tammany and the clean administration and attractive personality 
"of Mayor ilcClellan 
The \oters there are fully aware that the 


election of McClellan means the continued domination of 
Bos 


Murphy and that a Republican victory would turn the city over to 
Boss Odell. Besides, Hearst is recognized as the only Simon-pure 
municipal ownership candidate. 


In Philadelphia a citizens organization under the leadership o 


Mayor Weaver is making tremendous efforts to overthrow the ok 
Durham-McNichol-Martin-Quay Republican machine, which ha 
controlled the city with casual interruptions for two 
generation 


and made its politics a stench in the nostrils of the Nation. It is ; 
fight of the people against a corrupt machine run by bosses in th 
interest of grafters. 


In Louisville the Republicans and reform Democrats are run 


ning a fusion ticket, headed by a Democratic candidate for Mayor 
against the Democratic machine ticket. Here again, as in Phila 
delphia and San Francisco, the contest is between the better ele 
ments of society against the forces of misgovernment and graft 
In Cincinnati a less hopeful, but still energetic, fight is being mad 
to down the corrupt machine of George B. Cox, who controls th 
Republican party of the city as absolutely as Charles F. Murph 
does Tammany Hall in New York. 
Secretary Taft's denunciatio 


of"the Cox machine in his Akron speech has given much encour 
agement to the advocates of civic decency. 


The President's call to righteous citizenship has had a stirrin 


effect all over the country, stimulating the forces of good govern 
ment and provoking resistance to long-standing abuses and the 
sway of bosses who are in politics for what there is to be made out 
of it. Everywhere the bosses are being given the fight of their 
lives, and it is not outside the bounds of possibility that bossism may 
be overthrown in everyone of the large cities holding elections to- 
morrow.

In only four of the State elections tomorrow is there any gen- 


ral interest. 
The election in Virginia is chiefly worthy of atten- 


ion because the Republicans there have virtually discarded

The outcome is admittedly in doubt, and 
he election of former Chief Justice Lewis is quite likely.

In Maryland interest centers around the adoption of the con- 


titutional amendment which aims to disfranchise colored voters. 
All signs point to its defeat. The Democratic machine will sustain 
a severe shock if it is voted down by a considerable majority.

minor consideration! entirely. Secretary Bonaparte's active leader- 
,hip of the opposition to the amendment gives the Maryland cam- 
>aign some National significance. 


The vote in Ohio will be watched with /close attention. 
Gov- 


ernor Herrick, who is a candidate for re-election, is a relic of the 
3anna regime, but his chief sponsor on the stump is Senator 
Foraker, who directly antagonized the President's railroad policy 
n his Bellefontaine speech opening the campaign. 
Senator Dick 


and the Hanna following also oppose the President's rate-making 
srogram, which was outlined and warmly championed by Secretary 
Taft. The Democrats have unreservedly endorsed the President's 
policy, and are making their fight on the theory that the election of 
Dattison, the Bourbon nominee for Governor, will be an endorse- 
ment of Roosevelt. 
Senator Foraker claims that the defeat of Her- 


rick would be tantamount to a -Oote of no confidence in the National 
Administration. He is also a frienu of the Cox machine which Sec- 
etary Taft repudiated with scorn as unworthy the support of de- 
cent men of any party.

In Massachusetts the situation is peculiar, because it is likely 


:hat the Republican candidate for Liutenant-Governor will be de- 
.eated on the free raw materials issue. Eben Draper, the nominee 
n question, is a representative of the Boston Home Market Club, an 
organization that stands pat on the tariff. Curtis Guild, the Repub- 
ican candidate for Governor, is a half-and-half tariff revisionist, 
and being personally popular, is expected to be elected by a com- 
paratively small majority. There is a formidable movement on 
oot among Republican voters with free trade leanings to defeat Mr. 
Draper, however, as a rebuke to the Home Market Club and as an 
expression of Massachusetts' sentiment regarding the tariff. The 
election of Guild and the defeat of Draper, therefore, would have a 
significant bearing on the tariff issue, just as the defeat of Herrick m 
Ohio or his re-election by a small plurality would be significant as 
regards the railroad rate issue.

trying to rectify an error of natura 
which occurred In the birth of an In- 
fant daughter of Mr. and Mrs. H. C. 
Bryant of No. 2212 Kemper lane, about 
ten days ago. When the child was 
born It was as well formed, apparently, 
as any that bless the family hearth. 


It was only when the Infant was.to 


be fed and the foci that It took Into 
its mouth was rejected that a startling 
discovery was made. Dr. I. D. Jones 
was called, and to his consternation 
found that the little one came Into the 
world wlthout_an oesophagus or food 
channel. 


It can well be Imagined that this 


discovery was only made after careful 
and minute examination, and as estab- 
lished It proves one of the most re- 
markable cases on record. The phar- 
nyx and larynx are perfectly normal, 
and the child breathes as naturally as 
other children do, but as soon as food 
was administered It failed to pass. At 
first It was supposed there was a 
stricture, which would relax 
under 


proper treatment, but this hope had to 
be abandoned when a probe failed to 
pass. 


Since the discovery was made the lit- 


tle one has been kept alive by feeding 
It artificially, one course of treatment 
being literally saturating the body with 
cod liver oil, which Is absorbed by the 
skin. It Is not thought the child can 
live many days, but In the Interval 
tha attending physician Is straining 
all his energies to keep It alive.

BECAUSE OF FIRE 


Blaze Destroys Home of Girl Stu= 


dents and Gives Scare to 


* 
the Neighbors. 


BERKELEY, Nov. 6.—Fire In Profes- 


sor A. M. Elision's fashionable apart- 
ment house at 2105 Bowdltch avenue, oc- 
cupied by "co-eds.," University profes- 
sors and students, destroyed yesterday 
afternoon most of the 'co-eds." belong- 
ings, frightened ths maidens into hys- 
terics, burned down the building and 
rendered a lot of University people home- 
less. 


Sparks fro ma 
defective 
flue 
were 


fanned by the wind at 1:30 o'clock into a 
flame that set the roof ablaze, and threat- 
ened the destruction 
of 
the 
Inmates 


These all escaped with their lives, but by 
a margin so narrow that the girl students 
were overcome by the shock of the ex- 
perience, after it was over, several faint- 
ing after gaining the outside. The Oak- 
land flre department was called upon for 
help to aid the Berkeley flra fighters, and 
one engine from tho neighboring city was 
utilized during the battle to subdue the 
flames, and save the surrounding houses. , 


.Professor John C. Alerrlam's home at \ 


Bowditch and Charming way narrowly t 
escaped destruction, as did that of Mrs. • 
F. S. Edlnger, on tho other side of the 
apartment house, owned 
by Professor 


Ellston, which latter the flames almost 
entirely consumed.

Ths alarm was given at once, when the 


flre was discovered, but ttifefore the ar- 
rival of the professional fire fighters the 
frightened "co-eds," who stood watching 
their home being: eaten up by flames, 
shrieked in terror at the spectacle, and 
begged the men and women who gathered 
on the scene to go back Into the burning 
house, where possibly other student girls 
remained, caught by tho fire and smoke. 
None responded to the call except Leon 
E. Gray, a University senior. 


Gray -was among the first to arrive on 


the scene, coming from his "frat" house 
& few yards away. Tho situation called 
for quick action, but none moved until 
Gray, a stalwart, nervy youth, cried: 
".Come on, fellows; In we go, Just for the 
sake of the 'co-eds.' " There followed 
Gray Into the doomed house several men, 
but happily their quest of imprisoned 
rtudent girls was not needed. The col- 


lege girls had all escaped. A count on 
the sidewalk showed that none had per- 
ished in the burning house, but Gray and 
his fellows continued their work Inside 
the house, helping to save the furniture 
and brlo-a-brac in the lower story of the 
structure. 
The girl students, however, 


lost ail their belongings, as they were all 
on the upper floor. 


A spark set fire to Miss French's gown, 
as the homeless girls watched the flames, 
and she was in imminent danger for a 
time ot serious injury. The spark was 
lucltlly extinguished, but not In time to 
prevent the ruin of the dress. 
The burned building was owned by 
Professor A. M. Bllston, whose home Is 
at 
ISM 
Benvenue avenue. It had for 
occupants on the lower floor Mrs. H. 
Young, who rented apartments to Pro- 
fessor F. B, Laney, an Instructor In the 
greology department of the 
university; 
R. M. Clark, a student, and to a daugh- 
ter. Miss Helen Young. Their belongings 
were saved for the most part. 
A group of "co-eds'" had the apart- 
ments In the upper story of the house, 
with Mrs. Florence Holbrook In charge 
of the fiat. 
The girls Included Mls& F. 
L. French. Miss E. M. Heslop, Miss H. 
Scott. Miss B. Todd and Miss E. Hol- 
brook. L. E. Mllllken, a university stu- 
dent., also had quarters on this floor. 
They lost everything. 
Miss Todfl was the first to leam of the 
danger that threatened the occupants of 
the house. 
She detected smoke In the 
hall on the upper floor, and sounded the 
nl-irm. The warning was given none too 
soon, for in a few second the house was 
a mpps of flames and smoke, tho high 
TvtnC fanning the sparks on the roof Into 
a flercft blaze.

Take for ex- 
ample Morocco, lie never has soiiffht to 
rab territory there but on tho contrary 


. tfshes the integrity of that Empire to 
fij "preserved ami the people to bo de- 
veloped through tho improvement c? their 
government. 
"The be?t answer to those who assert 
that the -Emperor Is a man o£ war

found in the. fact that during the several 
years of his rei^n Germany has not en- 
gaged In a single combat. AH other na- 
tions have had wars.

DEFENSES 


FOR THIS 


JOAST 


Millions of Dollars Will 


be Necessary to Com- 


plete Plans, 


WASHINGTON, November 6.—Sixteen 


million dollars will be necessary to com- 
plete the engineering works of the forti- 
fications of the seacoast of the United 
States under the present plans of the 
Endicott. board, according to the report 
of Brigadier-General McKenzie, chief of 
engineers. 
There already ras been ap- 


propriated for this purpose $28,963,434. 
Permanent projects at thlrty-ona differ- 
ent points have been adopted and most 
of them are well under way. Among; 
these points are San Diego, Cal., San 
Francisco, Columbia River and Puget 
Sound. 


The defense of the great lakes and the 


St. Lawrence River is under consider- 
ation. The estimates for the completion 
of the fortifications do not contemplate 
anything more than the projects outlined 
by the Endicott board. 
Modern, appli- 
ances and additional projects which may- 
be adopted by the Taft board appointed 
last summer and the fortifications of the 
insular possessions may Increase the es- 
timate when additional work is approved 
by Congress. 
- ' 
It is estimated that '$4,263,364 will be 
required to put Into execution by tho 
engineering department the schemes of 
the artillery and signal corps for fire 
control of the seacoast defenses. 


WHAT REPORT SAYS. 


Tha report says: "While the general 
principles of the11 fire control system have 
been satisfactorily determined and adopt- 
ed, tho action details on which costs 
largely • depend are still In a condition 
of experimental development by the ar- 
tillery and it is anticipated that the cost 
of 
actual 
construction - will probably 
largely exceed the above sum when such 
development is complete/ 
"Work has been progressing on the 
fortifications for the defense of Manila 
Bay, Subig Bay and on the purchase of 
sites for fortifications In Hawaii. A tract 
on the Columbia River and one on Puget 
Sound were acquired during the year. 
The total estimates for fortification work 
under the eenlneering department for 
the fiscal year 1907 amount to $11.424,- 
153, 
divided as follows: 
Construction 
of gun and mortar batteries, $4,000,000; 
modernizing older emplacements, $492,- 
600; sites for fortifications and seacoast 
defenses, $500,000; searchlights for har- 
bor defenses. $500,000; protection, pres- 
ervation and -repair 
of 
fortifications, 


$3000,000; preparation of plans for forti- 
fications, $6000; supplies for seacoast de- 
fenses, 
$40,000; seawalls and 
embank- 
ments. 
$126,000; seawalls, 
defenses of 
Oalveston, Texas, $1,433,853; casements, 
galleries, etc., for submarine lines, $540,- 
700; preservation and repair of torpedo 
structures, $50,000. 
"Defenses of Insular possessions: Sea- 
coast batteries, Manila, P. I., $2,000,000; 
seacoast batteries, Sublg Bay. P. I., $5,- 
000,000; harbor Hawaii, 
$520,000; pro- 
curement of land for sites for defenses 
of the Hawaiian Islands, $326,100. 
"An estimate of $75,000 Is made for 


improvements in the Yellowstone ' Na- 
tional Park. Expenditures on rivers and 
harbor improvements in the United States 
reach $22,328,625. This does not include 
$2.205,073 under the 
Mississippi River 
Commission. No estimates are made this 
year for river and harbor improvements 
save those provided for under continuing 
contracts. 
This amounts to $17,456,803. 
to which is added $16,000 to be expended 
under the California Debris Commission, 
and also an estimate of $2,000,000 for tho 
Mississippi River Commission. Among 
the estimates for continuing contracts" 
are the following:

Sill was at once relieved from duty and 
Detective George Kyte accompanied him 
to his home, 2103 Grove street, where the 
body of his wife was later removed by 
permission of the Coroner. 
Besides her husband Mrs. Sill leaves 
two daughters, Miss Ollle Webb, a child 
by a former husband, and Miss Willa Bill 
both of whom reside at the Sill home. 
An examination of the body showed 
that Mrs. Sill had evidently fallen to the 
ground before she met her Husband as 
her forehead was badly ct and bruised.
